Detective who ‘dumped’ 
rape cases suspended 


A Columbus police detective 
‘who was charged with refusing 
to take rape reports from five 
women and destroying labora- 
tory tests in some rape Cases, 
was suspended Feb. 28 for 30 
days without pay, effective 
March 11. 

Safety Director Alphonso 
Montgomery took the action 
against Detective James A, 
Delfino after a Feb. 11 hearing. 
Delfino was working in the 
sexual abuse squad during the 
alleged violations. 

Delfino, 32, a police officer 
for 14 years, said he did not 
write reports on the rape cases 
because he thought they “were 
not prosecutable,” officials 
said. 


Delfino, who could not be 
reached for comment on 
March 3, may appeal Montgo- 
mery’s decision to the civil ser- 
vice commission. 


Delfino was charged with 
three violations involving the 
cases of five women (some of 
whom are Black), who alleged 
they were raped. One of-the 
victims was deaf, and another 
was a teenage runaway, 
according to city officials. 

Captain Antone Lanata, 
detective bureau supervisor, 
said: “The incidents were not 
racially motivated. One or 
more of the victims are white.” 
Police would not release the

In 
Columbus, the other Black 
council member, attorney Ben 
Espy, chairs the powerful 
finance committee. 

Hammond argues that 
Columbus has been successful 
atincarpogating Blacks into 
governing positions because 
“Columbus tends not to be as 
ethnicized as many cities.” 

Hammond added that 
another contributing factor to 
the council’s strength is that 


“you have an organized and 
active Black community” in 
Columbus, and you have 
“Black folk (serving) who have 
an understanding that, while 
they are Black, they serve the 
total community.” 

In Hammond's perfect sys- 
tem, however, he believes 
“there ought to be a combina- 
tion of district and at-large 
seating.” He noted that similar 
plans were on the ballot twice, 
in the early 1970s and in 1975, 
and were roundly defeated 
both times. 

“(Opponents) always raise 
the specter of Cleveland, with 
33 divergent interests,” Ham- 
mond noted. Cleveland itself, 
in an election in 1981, reduced 
the size of the council from 33 
to 21 members, and extended 
their terms from two to four 
years.

it has been on the cover of Ebony and the cover of Time. 
It affects Black Americans white Americans and Hispanic 


Americans. It is our-crisis of children having children; a» 


problem that hurts all-of us and which we can only fight 
together, as a nation. 
The pregnancy carries with it grave costs. 


For the teen, who, as a result of the pregnancy, will 
probably drop out of school and never receive a high 
school diploma, and whose lifetime earnings will be half as 
much as a’‘woman who waited unti} age twenty td have her 
first child. 


For her baby, who is significantly more likely to be born 
at low birthweight and is at a much higher risk of death or 
birth defects, and who by age five will be more likely to have 
been admitted to a hopsital because of an accident or a 
gastrointestinal infection. 


For society, which will bear much of the financial burden 
of these problems. The public costs of teen pregnancy are 
very high. Thirty percent of all hospital deliveries involving 
births to pregnant teens are paid for out of the public purse. 
Sixty percent of those who rely on public assistance to 
survive had their first child as a teen. Seventy percent of all 
families headed by women who are twenty-five or younger 
end up in poverty. 


Our nation must act now to prevent teen pregnancy, and 
to address the range of problems facing those teens who 
have had children. Our first priority should be to prevent as 
many teens as possible from getting pregnant in the first 
place. Our second priority should be to delay as long as 
possible that initial teen pregnancy, and ensure that teens 
who have already had one child do not worsen their prob- 
lems by having a second child before they are ready. The 
third priority is protect those children, that are born to 
teens from preventable health problems, by making sure all 
teen mothers get prenatal care. 


Undergirding our national effort should be an attempt to 
come to grips with the role and future of all young peoplein 
our society.To delay too-early parenthood, young people 
need hope, positive options, and the skills and job oppor- 
tunities to move toward their goals. 


Together, our nation can help all our youth stay off the 
wkong track and get on the right one.

Benjamin Hooks successfully 
turned away criticism of past 
NAACP staff members that he had 
léd the organization into a finan- 
cial quagmire by producing evi- 
dence of a $500,000 surplus, the 
first in two years. A membership 
report, by the very respected C. 
Delores Tucker, verified that the 
NAACP's membership is 450,000 
and not 150,000 as some dissi- 
dents claimed. 

Michael Meyers, a Negro who 
allows himself to be identified as 
the NAACP's past assistantexecu- 
tive director, a title that has never 
existed, repeatedly interrupted the 
recent NAACP meeting asking for 
financial accountings and mem- 
bership verification. He finally 
called for Hooks’ resignation. 

This is the same former NAACP 


~. research assistant who, while at 


the NAACP, made public speeches 
attacking Black colleges and 
claimed that no Black college 
would ever be equal to a White 
one. 


His very behavior as an NAACP

Whether or not Blackwell is on the 
council, it is amazing that a city 
which is more than 30 percent 
Black does not have representa- 
tion on the council which more 
closely conforms to the needs and 
attitudes of the entire city. 

The white columnists and com- 
mentators -- who are themselves a 
part of the city’s establishment -- 
view the role of the council (any 
city's council) largely as a means 
to promote the interests of the 
“entire city”. But the interests of 
the entire city are usually viewed 
through the prism of those inter- 
ests which contro! the city’s core. 

Yet, they seem to forget that the 
representation of the “entire city” 
is not promoted by a narrow uni- 
formity, but a broad diversity. The 


ae 
resentation of interests 


interests of those who are Black 
and poor and in various neighbor- 
hoods must be met in order to 
ensure that the needs of the entire 
city are met. That diversity can be. 
best promoted by breaking down 
democracy to its lowest possible 
forums. ; 

Black people know well about 
at-large elections. In the South -- 
and in the North — at-large elec- 
tions and gerrymandering were 
used to perpetuate the power of 
narrow (Often rural) interests so as 
to deny power to those in the cit- 
ies. When the Supreme Court 
allowed such elections in the early 
1960s, not only did Blacks benefit 
but representation was extended 
to many whites who had been 
effectively disenfranchised. 


A similar thing is happening at 


the city level, both in Cincinnati 
and around the country. As district 
representation expands, the voi- 
ces of those who are heard will 
souhd different from those being 
heard now. The noise may not 


.always be harmonious, but it will 


begin to mirror the sound of many 


keys and not just one or two. “~

- Wotrastructure, trains the 
unskilled for the jobs of today, 
and brings decent housing and 
quality education to those who 
are denied them. 

There should be special 
attention paid to the needs of, 
the young, who are, as the Pres- 
ident reminds us, our future. 

Today one out of every five 
children grows up in 4 poor 
family, and a third of all children 
born this year can expect to be 
on welfare by the time they 
reach 18. 

That's because their parents 
don't have the jobs needed to 
support a family. And just cut- 
ting benefits or ending pro- 


Black children who read at a level 
below their grandparents. And 
many of Hooks’ critics are respon- 
sible for it. itis they who should be 
criticized. 

Desegregation is a legitimate 
objective of the Black community. 
But the fight to provide access to 
any and all institutions and to elim- 
inate dehumanizing segregation 
gradually was turned into a battle 
for integration, meaning coercive 
attempts to legally deny any worth 
in African-American people or cul- 
ture. 

No movement will ever be suc- 
cessful among Blacks, unless it 
first makes them feel good about 
being Black. No current program 
in this post-segregation era that is 
not economic in its orientation will 
succeed. 

Blacks have experienced dese- 
gregation. They know there is no 
magic in going to college with 
Whites or working next to Whites 
or trying on clothes in a White 
store or living next door to Whites. 
The successes of the civil rights 
movement have made thisrace- 
free attitude possible. But these 
Same successes of desegregation 
failed te provide Biacks with the 
wherewithal to enjoy them.

In a decisive move, these 
S&Ls, which had about 500,000 
depositors and $4.5 billion in 
assets, were closed by*Gover- 
nor Richard F. Celeste in order 
to avert certain catastrophe for 
the institutions and, more 
importantly, their depositors. 

The Governor and a biparti- 
san legislature moved swiftly 
to respond to the most hor- 
rendous financial disaster to 
hit Ohio since the Great 
Depression. 


A year after the outbreak of . 


the savings and loan crisis, it is 
clear that Ohio made all the 


right moves to protect deposi- _ 


tors and the integrity of/this 
state’s financial institutions. 
According to Governor 
Celeste, “Ohio S&Ls have reo- 
pened stronger than ever!” 
The Governor further 
pointed. out that, “No runs 
occurred when former ODGF 


companies reopened with - 


deposit insurance from the 


Federal Savings and Loan. 


InsuranceCorporation 
(FSLIC). This phenomena 
reflects depositor confidence 
in federal insurance and in the 
difficult decisions that needed 
to be made.” 

Not only are these institu- 
tions stronger than ever, as the 
Governor suggests, but every 
depositor in évery institution 


has received 100 cents on the 
dollar pluas interest owed! In 
addition, overall deposits in 
former ODGF institutions that 
converted to FSLIC insurance 
increased in 1985, compared to 
1984. 

Currently, all of the institu- 
tions have reopened for full 
service and one for partial 
withdrawals. The last S&L 
mentioned has received condi- 
tional approval from FSLIC 
and will open for full service 
once it is either sold or merged. 

Within the past few years, 
two other states (Maryland and

Nebraska) have had to grieve 
over troubled S&Ls with pri- 
vate deposit insurance. Depos* 
itors in thos other states are not 
as fortunate as Ohioans. 

In Maryland, 78,000 persons 
are unable to access over a bil- 
lion dollars in deposits. Ten of 
that state's savings. 
are either closed or have with- 
drawal restrictions. 

Meanwhile; 10,000 deposi- 
tors in Nebraska, which has 
had an S&L crisis since 1983, 
do not expect to be made 
whole on their deposits. Dep- 
ositors in one Nebraska institu- 
tion only expect to receive 33 
cents on the dollar compared 
to Ohio where depositors were 
made 100% whole plus 
interest.

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Clothing, shelter among services 
offered by Volunteers of America 


A surprising number of peo- 
ple in the Columbus area have 
only the clothes on their backs. 
Free clothing from the Volun- 
teers of America allows them to 
attend school, find jobs, and 
even to establish new homes. 

Some of the people served 
by the VOA include arriving 
refugees, persons just out of 


—prison-dependants-of-persons- 


who have suffered extensive 
‘illnesses, and children of indi- 
gent parents or children with- 
Out parents. 


To assist these people, VOA - 


gives requisition forms to other 
local_agencies so they may 
refer clients to Columbus’ nine 
Volunteers of America thrift 
stores for free clothing. Armed 
with requisition forms from 
other agencies, needy clients 
may shop for the listed items. 
make their own selections, and 
then check out without charge. 

The clothing provided by the 
VOA comes from donations of 
clothing received from VOA’s 
truck pickup service. Items not 
given away are sold through 
the VOA's, thrift stores. Thrift 


. Store operations help fund the 


overall VOA program which 
provides employment and 
shelter for 55 alcoholic men, as 


———— +. fe 
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well as emergency shelter, 
counseling, and meais for 
transients and “street people.” 

Voluntéers of America's 
executive director, Graham 
LeStourgeon, explained that 
donations are sparse at this 
time of year, between Christ- 
mas and spring cleaning time. 
“This results in fewer clothes 


~availtable~in-the~stores, fewer” 


hours of work for our sheltered 
workshop employees, and 
decreased income from our 
thrift stores. it’s cruel cycle atp 
time when the weather con 
tions increase the need for our 
services. If our friends in the 
Columbus area will-clean out 
their closets and garages early 
this year, it would help us heip 
a lot of people.” 

George Biggs, director of 
Volunteers Services for Frank- 
lin County Children Services 
explains that “without the help 
of Volunteers of America, 
many children. whom we serve 
could not have gone to school 
due to lack of adequate clo- 
thing. Many of their parents 
could not have gone to the 
store for the same reason. We 
send around 1,200 people a 
year to shop for free at the 
VOA's stores.”

Volunteers of 
America has helped clothe 
them. Above all, your staff 
treats our clients with the 
“utmost courtesy and concern.” 

Grace Johnson, case man- 
ager with the Cambodian Mut- 
ual Assistance Association, 
also expressed her organiza- 


tion's appreciation: “When the © 


new families arrive here 
directly from. refugee camps in 
Thailand or Ethiopia where 
they have been almost as pri- 
soners for years,” she.said, 
“they have literally nothing in 
terms of personal possessions. 
The clothing which they 
receive in VOA referrals pro- 
vides them with a basic -war- 
drobe of good quality.” 


Johnson said that clothing 

needs are so crucial it is usu- 
ally the first thing her organiza- 
tion seeks for its clients. “A 
wardrobe is essential to heads 
of household in these families 
so that they may attend English 
classes, receive employment 
counseling, and finally, to start 
a job,” she said. “For the child- 
ren, who are immediately 
enrolled in public schools, the 
clothes are absolutely neces- 
sary.” 
The initial clothes from VOA 
are free, but Johnson believes 
it is an asset to the refugees to 
become familiar with the VOA 
store in their neighborhood 
where they can satisfy on- 
going needs with low-cost 
goods. 

Sue Scott, program supervi- 
sor for VITA Comp Drug, 
believes VOA provides a “very, 
very valuable service. We send 
them clients right off the street 
or out of jail, trying to recover 
from serious drug poblems.

honors graduate of North Carolina A&T ae a doctorate in physics from M.i.T. specializ- 
ing a eee: Presidential Scholar, Ford Foundation Fellow, black-belt Karate master, husband 
and father. 

In an essay he wrote for students and their parents shortly before his tragic death aboard the 
space shuttle Challenger, Ron McNair told of how the Black college experience put him on the path 
to a successful life.

We think the following excerpts in support of Black colleges speak eloquently to the concerns of 
our young. ’ 


“In September 1967 I arrived at North Carolina A&T University, a predominantly 
Black institution, to pursue a degree in physics, though I could barely say the word, 
could not spell it, and knew even less about the subject matter After discussing the 

matter with my counselor and taking standardized tests, 1 was advised to ‘go and try’ 

physics because, in the words of one counselor, ‘You’re good enough: Obediently I took 
this advice—and went on to graduate in physics, with honors, on schedule and armed 
with the tools that would launch my career on a trajectory through graduate school, into 
the industrial laboratories and, ultimately, around the earth aboard the space shuttle. 


Black institutions have distinguished themselves through their 

capability to transform academic potential into scholarly achievement—while 
simultaneously challenging the precocious appetite. If there is uncer 

tainty about what area to pursue, one must choose a college that 

, é gives the latitude to think about it and then ‘go and try’ Many 
a? Black professionals (including myself) will readily concede 

that life probably would have taken a different course if 

ts the support structure and academic programs of a 
lit, Black institution had not been available. (Though ) 
s I do not advocate that anyone select or elimi- 
nate a school solely on the basis of its racial 
makeup. ..my support of Black colleges and 
universities as competitive and indispens- 
able institutions is firm and unequivocal. 
Early one peaceful morning 
in February 1984, as I blissfully floated. 

on the ceiling of the space shuttle Chal- 
lenger fast asleep, I was awakened by 
music being piped up from the mission con- 
trol center. My eyes stretched wide open in 
disbelief and my face lit up with delight, 
for immediately I recognized the music 
as my college alma mater I glanced at 
the NC A&T banner proudly affixed 

to the wall, and 400 years of history 
quickly raced through my mind. It 

was during this charged moment of 
‘heightened awareness that I 
thanked God that through a Black 
university T had had the shonnn 

to develop, the desire to be; and 

the opportunity to do.”
